We are required to 
collect a royalty payment for all 
qualifying works of art. Under new 
legislation which came into effect on 
1st January 2012, this applies to living 
artists and artists who have died in 
the last 70 years. 

This royalty will be charged to the 
buyer on the hammer price and in 
addition to the buyer’s premium. It 
will not apply to works where the 
hammer price is less than €1,000 
(euros). The charge for works of art 
sold at and above €1,000 (euros) and 
below €50,000 [euros] is 4%. For 
items selling above €50,000 (euros), 
charges are calculated on a sliding 
scale. 

All royalty charges are paid to the 
appropriate collecting organisation 
and no handling costs or additional 
fees are retained by the auctioneer.

Defeated by Barry in the Houses of Parliament 
competition, 1835-6, Hopper was one of the most persistent and 
percipient critics of the competition judges, setting out detailed 
grounds for objection in his Letter to the ... First Commissioner of his 
Majesty's Works (1837); pursued the controversy in Hopper versus 
Cust, on the ... Rebuilding of the Houses of Parliament (1837); and 
eventually went to the considerable expense of publishing his own 
designs in this large sumptuous elephant folio.

The Committee of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society have 
received the following communication from Jamaica. “In a despatch 
from Mr Eyre... the following paragraph appears “It is also well known 
out here, that Mr Gordon was universally regarded as a bad man in 
every sense of the word. Reported to be grossly immoral and an 
adulterer, a liar, a swindler, dishonest, cruel, vindictive, and a 
hypocrite...” “The undersigned having resided in the Island many 
years, and having had very considerable opportunities of knowing and 
forming an estimate of Mr Gordon's character do hereby protest 
against the foregoing allegations as made by Mr Eyre...” Very large 
poster-size broadside, printed on 2 sheets, total dimensions 1380 x 
1090mm. Birmingham: E.C. Osborne, Printer, Bennett's Hill, [1866], 
small holes at folds with minor loss 


Note: Extremely rare survival relating to the Morant Bay Rebellion, 
Jamaica, and the nemesis of one of Australia’s great explorers. 


Edward John Eyre (1815-1901), the celebrated explorer of Australia, 
was posted to Jamaica in 1862, and was appointed Governor in 1864. 


George William Gordon (born c. 1820] was a ‘man of colour’, able, 
prosperous, and an elected member of the Assembly and magistrate. 
In politics he differed from his middle-class peers with his interest in 
the affairs of the landless , and in religion he was a Baptist. 


The white plantation class, with Eyre at their head, had a loathing of 
the dissenters. Gordon had established his own independent Baptist 
chapels and pastors around the island, and was a clearly displayed 
target for Eyre, whose only response to the social and economic 
challenges that faced the island had been a brutal suppression of the 
lower orders. In October 1865 matters boiled over at Morant Bay 
where Paul Bogle, one of Gordon's deacons, led an armed group 
against magistrates. Eyre used the unrest as an excuse for 
widespread repression which cost hundreds of lives. Gordon, who was 
nowhere near the action, surrendered himself when he knew there 
was a warrant for his arrest. Eyre handed him over to the Provost 

arshal, with the instruction that he be tried for treason and sedition, 
or which there could be only one possible outcome. Gordon was 
hanged. 


The poster offered here is a remarkable survival of the clamour in 
England for a Royal Commission to investigate Eyre’s administration 
and actions. Gordon's champion was John Stuart Mill, while Carlyle, 
Ruskin, Tennyson and Kingsley supported Eyre, prior to the findings 
of the Royal Commission which commended Eyre for containing the 
outbreak of violence condemned him for the excessive severity and 
cruelty in the aftermath of the ‘rebellion’, as a result of which Eyre 
was dismissed from the service.

Note: Dr John Bevis, 1695-1771, was a physician and astronomer, 
probably best known as the discoverer of the Crab Nebula. In 1738, 
Bevis commenced work on his impressive star atlas, the 
Uranographia Britannica, which was intended for publication in 1750. 
Unfortunately, before the project could be completed, the publisher 
John Neale was faced with bankruptcy. Instead, impressions were 
taken from the printing plates which had already been created and 
compiled into composite volumes, often known as the Atlas Celeste. 
Around 17 of these atlases, with 51 plates each, are known to exist.

Scott-Moncrieff (1793-1869) was 
reproduced for the first time, with the essay by George Scott- 
Moncrieff , in the Scott Bicentenary Issue of Scotland's Magazine, in 
June 1971. In the article George Scott-Moncrieff notes that Robert 
Scott-Moncrieff was called to the Scottish Bar in 1818, as an advocate 
was not particularly successful, and accepted, in 1828, the 
appointment as Chamberlain to the Duke of Buccleuch. He notes that 
during his early years at the Bar, between 1816 and 1820, Robert 
amused himself and his friends by doing drawings of his fellow- 
advocates and the Judges before whom they had to plead. “These 
drawings had sometimes an edge of caricature to them, but were 
often serious likenesses. They were highly praised by no less an 
authority than Sir Henry Raeburn himself... 


The pencil portrait by Robert 


During his lifetime Robert would never agree to having any of his 
drawings published, but, in 1871, a couple of years after his death, a 
collection of them appeared in book form under the title The Scottish 
Bar Fifty Years Ago. Sketches of Scott and his Contemporaries. This 
volume contains one of two drawings made of Walter Scott by Robert 
Scott-Moncrieff. It is a drawing in pen and wash..” George Scott- 
Moncrieff states that the original of this picture “now hangs in the 
National Library [of Scotland]” but the NLS today has no knowledge 
of this drawing. George Scott-Moncrieff adds “But there was a second 
drawing he made, in pencil, which has never before been reproduced. 
tis, | think, the better likeness of the two. Neither drawing is unduly 
lattering: they are candid portraits made when Scott was still under 
ifty, Still Clerk of Session, and still the Great Unknown.” 


George Scott-Moncrieff notes that Sir Henry Raeburn, who painted 

he magnificent portrait of Scott in his prime for Thomas Constable 
he publisher, “expressed special approval” of Robert's portrait of 
Scott, “and on its being remarked to him that the head looked 
disproportionately high, his rejoinder was that Scott had a story more 
in his head than any other man. “Most of the artists who painted 
Scott seem to have made an effort to conceal the extraordinary height 
of his head, which is strikingly displayed in the cast taken after death” 
says the anonymous writer of the biographical notes to The Scottish 
Bar Fifty Years Ago.”. 


Robert Scott-Moncrieff was of course a considerably younger man 
than Scott, but the families, notably that of his wife, were on familiar 
terms. Robert's wife was Susan Pringle of the Border family that built 


Smailholm, the splendidly defiant old tower which, standing near 
Scott's grandfather's farm of Sandyknow, six miles from Kelso, proved 
an early inspiration to the young Walter, in his epistle to William 
Erskine. The Pringles at Yair became great friends of Scott when he 
was their neighbour on the adjacent property of Ashiesteel, and 
remained so after he moved a short way down the river to Abbotsford. 
Scott wrote of Yair in his Introduction to Canto Il of Marmion, and 


indirectly refers to the [Pringle] boys having left Yair [for schooling in 
Edinburgh]. Later the family at Yair guessed the identity of Scott as 
author when he named the pony in Guy Mannering after their own 


favourite old pony, Dumple.” 


The typescript also details the descent of the picture within the family 
to George Scott-Moncrieff.

J.M. Barrie met Sylvia Llewelyn Davies at a dinner party in 1898, and 
during the course of the meal, realised that he had met her sons 
whilst walking his dog in Kensington Gardens. The pair formed a 
close friendship and, when Arthur Llewelyn Davies died in 1906, 
Barrie supported Sylvia both emotionally and financially. Tragedy 
struck the family again in 1910, when Sylvia died of cancer. Before her 
death, Sylvia appointed guardians to care for the children, including 
her mother and J.M. Barrie. 


By this point, Barrie was a well-established household name, having 
written Peter Pan in Kensington Gardens in 1906. Andrew Birkin 


writes, “the bizarre story of ‘Barrie and his Lost Boys’, and their 
inevitable parallel with Peter Pan, made excellent fodder for society 
gossip and speculation.” Peter Llewelyn Davies was teased 
mercilessly during his schooldays at Eton for being ‘the real Peter 
Pan’, and later dubbed Barrie's work ‘that terrible masterpiece’. 


Barrie and others had taken various photographs of the family. It also 
seems that Barrie made several copies of a memorial album for 
Sylvia Llewelyn Davies following her death, which were issued to 
members of the family. An album held by the National Portrait Gallery 
in London is almost identical to this copy, apart from an inscription 
from Barrie to the recipient. The National Portrait Gallery's copy has 
an accompanying letter, in which Barrie mentions that he made 
several copies of the album for friends and family members. Although 
lacking an inscription, the album for sale could be one of these, given 
to Crompton and Moya Llewelyn Davies. It is also known that the 
photographer Lizzie Caswall Smith made various sepi-toned 
platinotype copies of the Llewelyn Davies family photographs. It is 
Smith's stamp which features on the final page of both this album, 
and the copy belonging to the National Portrait Gallery.

Born Mary Florence Elinor Rainbow in Sunderland in the 
north of England in 1928, Lady Mary Stewart would later 
enchant generations of readers with her unique brand of 
romantic and historical suspense novels. The daughter of a 
country curate, after receiving offers to study at Oxford and 
Cambridge, Stewart read English at Durham University, and 
after graduating with a First, she became a lecturer before 
her passion for writing took over. Following a three month 
romance, she married Frederick Stewart, a geology professor 
who was later knighted for his contributions to the field. They 
were married for almost 60 years before his death in 2001. 
Famous for her Merlin Trilogy, she was also responsible for 
memorable novels such as Nine Coaches Waiting, My Brother 
Michael and The Moonspinners, just a sample of the many 
works she produced during a prolific career. 


Not one to court fame or accolade, Lady Stewart's 
independent and capable heroines were a refreshing change 
for the genre and were often believed to be reflections of her 
own personality. Indeed, the novels are peppered with 
references to flowers bringing to mind her beloved garden on 
he shores of Loch Awe in the Scottish Highlands. So 
personal were her novels that she even asked her publisher 
not to release her first book; “It felt like walking naked down 
he street,” she said, “so much of oneself goes into a book.” 


Lady Stewart's passion for literature extended beyond writing 


o collecting books. She developed an interest in the fine 
illustrated, deluxe edition works of Arthur Rackham, Edmund 


Dulac and Kay Nielsen. Each purchase was made in careful 
consultation with London booksellers, who would specially 
look out impressive copies of these coveted works, which 
reflect an interest in the myths and legends of the past. These 
books are accompanied by a first edition of Darwin’s On the 
Origin of Species by Means of Natural Selection {see lot 402). 
As Lady Mary Stewart explained in a letter to a London 
bookseller, her great-grandfather sailed on board the Beagle, 
leading her to add one of the most sought-after works of 
natural history to her library. The overall result is a very 
carefully compiled, personal collection of important works.

Note: On the Origin of Species by Charles Darwin is widely regarded as one of the most important 
books ever written. Indeed, there is scarcely an area of human endeavour that has not been impacted 
by Darwin's theory, the terms Darwinism and Darwinian now an integral part of the modern lexicon. 
“The most important biological book ever written. [Freeman 373.] There is only one issue of the first 
edition, the text being identical in all copies. There are however very slight differences in the binding, 
this copy corresponding to variant “B.”

The Golden Age of Illustration 

What has become known as the ‘golden age of illustration’ spanned 
from the 1880s to the 1920s, ignited by Daniel Vierge and other 
pioneers who developed printing techniques that allowed 
reproduction of drawings and paintings with reasonable facility. 
Stylistically there was a prominent influence from the Pre- 
Raphaelites and Art Nouveau period. Over this bright era there was 
an abundance of talent, with Kay Nielsen, Edmund Dulac and Arthur 
Rackham all prominent figures.

Edmund Dulac, born in Toulouse in 1884, abandoned his legal studies 
o pursue art at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. He studied briefly in Paris 
before moving to London where he gained his first job from J. M. 
Dent, illustrating an edition of the collected works of the Bronté 
sisters consisting of 60 coloured plates, a huge commission for a 
young man. 


Dulac’s arrival in London coincided with developments in the printing 
echnique that not only suited but also enhanced his style. The 
advancements led to improved colour reproduction which artists then 
defined in black ink lines. Arthur Rackham’s Rip van Winkle (see lot 
444] being an early example, just as Dulac was coming to London. 
However, unlike Rackham, Dulac had not endured the previous 
decade, that required a black ink line to mask blurred colours and 
provide definition. So as Rackham continued to approach the new 
medium as an ink drawing, Dulac felt free to approach it as a 
watercolour. 


1913 saw a stylistic change for Dulac, his dreamy, mellow blues gave 
way to a more vibrant colour spectrum. This oriental inspiration was 
never to leave him but as the next year saw the outbreak of the First 
World War he dedicated himself to relief effort books. At the end of 
the war Dulac found himself in an obsolete profession and was forced 
to diversify. During the rest of his life he found work designing theatre 
sets and graphics, postage stamps and bookplates. In the course of 
his career he illustrated famous works including Sleeping Beauty, 
Stories of Hans Christian Andersen and The Bells and Other Poems 
by Edgar Allan Poe. Though capable of using pen and ink, it was his 
uninhibited use of watercolour that set him apart from his 
contemporaries.

Note: Also to follow along the path paved by Dulac and Rackham was Kay 
ielsen. Born in Copenhagen to creative parents, he studied at the Acadamie 
Julian and Acadamie Colarossi in Paris. As with Rackham and Dulac, 
ielsen was most comfortable with the subject of fantasy and received his 

irst commission in 1913 illustrating In Powder and Crinoline, Fairytales 
Retold. Embracing bolder rather than muted colours, Nielsen created 
antastical worlds with impact as opposed to dreamy grace. The following 
year was the most fruitful of his career with 21 colour and 21 monochrome 
plates for East of the Sun, West of the Moon and illustrations The Monk of 
Fire. After an exhibition in New York, Nielsen spent time in Copenhagen 
designing scenery for the Royal Danish Theatre before returning to 
illustration in 1924. Over the next two years he established his place in the 
4 arena of fantasy illustration with artwork for fairytales by Hans Andersen and 
Hansel and Gretel. In 1939 he applied his talent to the new medium of 
storytelling and was employed by the Walt Disney Company. He became 
renowned within the company for his concept art and contributed to many 
a films, most notably the Ave Maria and Night on a Bald Mountain sequences

Note: The most famous and arguably the most important figure in the 
‘golden age of illustration’ was Arthur Rackham, born in London in 
1876. Despite displaying artistic talent at school, he became a clerk at 
the age of 18, studying at the Lambeth School of Art in his spare time. 
In 1829 he left this employment for the uncertain world of illustrating; 
working regularly as a reporter for the Westminster Budget he was 
able to tackle the burgeoning book market. His first illustrations, 
which were for non-fantasy subjects, were distinctly traditional. 
During the 1890s several books followed on subjects such as hunting, 
fishing and sports, as well as two children’s books, but all were 
executed without the wonderful style he was to become famous for. 
Then in 1900 he illustrated The Fairytales of the Brothers Grimm, a 
work in which he evidently pushed himself and imparted his 
personality. It would be another five years before he could truly 
unleash his unique expression, and although projects during these 
years were for mundane subjects, his style was developing. 


His work then blossomed with 51 painted colour plates for Rip van 
Winkle (see lot 444], filled with the traits he was to become renowned 
for. Possessing a form of expression perfectly suited to the Victorian 
society, he was able to convey a sense of thrill without an unnerving 
threat and beauty that was not lewd. His techniques had a deft touch 
that gave his work a mischievous charm: forests of looming trees and 
grasping roots; sensuous yet chaste fairy maidens; backgrounds 
steeped with hidden imagery, and all executed with soft muted 
watercolours defined by a black ink line. 


After Rip van Winkle his career was hugely successful, notably with 
Peter Pan in Kensington Gardens (se lot 432] and Alice’s Adventures 
in Wonderland (see lot 418). His pages have preserved a sense of 
Victorian society: its ethos and nostalgia for childlike magic. The 
antithesis of the industrial advances that would enable mass 
production of illustrated books, his work is a reminder of the 
innocence that would be lost after the First World War.
